Within two day s after Crawford 
was retu rned to the prison for v io­ 
lation of his parole, Stephenson was 
placed in solitary confinement 
as 
pu nishment for eig ht day s and since 
that time has been in 
“ isolation , 
according to the dispatch. 
“ While worling in the chair fac­ 
tory of the prison,” the

“ Crawford 
made the acqu aintance of Stephen­

thing merely for the sake of laying 
claim to being the iirst who 
per­ 
formed the feat. 
Snell an attitude seems unfair be­ 
cause tin* French fliers and others 
who have staked all in similar cour­ 
a g e o u s efforts to mark new 
paths, 
had deeper motives than tlie 
mere 
desire to he the lirst to do what they 
attempted. 
When Columbus set out in a frail 
vessel to discover what lay beyond 
the horizon, he was jeered and ridi­ 
culed even as all daring men since 
have been. When 
George 
Rogers 
Clark sought to wrest 
the 
great 
Northwest territory lrom the domi­ 
nât ino of the British, he found few 
who would believe that his venture 
was anything but a wild scheme. 
W hen Wilbur and Orville Wright 
made their first flights in a heavier- 
than-air machine, 
lasting 
from 
twelve to fifty-nine seconds, at Kitty 
Hawk, N. P., twenty-three 
years 
ago, the same type of citizen was on 
the sidelines with a evnieal 
smile 
and a secret hope that the 
experi­ 
ment would fail. 
The world seems to be made up of 
two general classes 
of 
people— 
those who are willink to make sacri­ 
fices for the sake of progress 
and 
those who are satisfied to let 
well 
enough alone, the old seditive that 
is the biggest drawback to advance­ 
ment in any line of endeavor. 
Two American-built and

querable spirit and to him the world 
owes a deep obligation. W ithout him 
mankind would not have progressed 
very far. He exists not alone in the 
field of aviation, but in the Held ot 
science a> well. We can never repay 
men of the type of the french air­ 
men who staked everything to prove 
something that was as yet unproven 
in the realm of aviation.

the office of the secretary of state.

Minis­ 
ter Eriand of France appears 
to have been crying in the wilder­ 
ness when he proposed a treaty 
which would forever outlaw’ war 
between his country and the United 
States. 
T ugs far there has been no an­ 
swering holler from any of our 
own statesmen and it appears likely 
that if any comes at all it will be 
.heard in the next Congress. 
Briand is quoted as saying: 
“France is willing publicly to en­ 
gage itself with the United States 
to put war as between the two 
countries outside the pale of the 
law.” 
The significance of the signing 
of such a treaty seems to be con­ 
fined to two maiu points- 
1. This w’ould be the first treaty 
of its kind between two great pow- 
ers, though by no means the first 
such treaty affecting two smaller 
nations. 
2. The so-called “crop of hate” 
which has grown up against us in 
Europe seems to center more or 
less nebulously on the debts of Eu­ 
ropean nations to this country, of 
which the French debt is the big­ 
gest. 
30 -Treaties Signed 
Some 30 of these treaties definite­ 
ly outlawing war between the tw’o 
contracting 
nations 
have 
been 
signed since Denmark began the 
good work with the Netherlands in 
1904. 
These treaties cover all dis­ 
putes of whatever cause or nature 
and leave none of the legal possi­ 
bilities for war which remain in 
most other treaties between nations. 
The United States is not a party 
to any of them. For the most part 
they are important only as demon­ 
strating an enlightened state of 
mind and of being perhaps the bea­ 
con posts of a general program of 
international peace and abolition of 
war. 
No tw’o major powers have 
got together on such a treaty. 


The most powerful nations in­ 
volved are France, 
which 
made 
‘‘outlaw’ war" treaties with Uru­ 
guay. Czechoslovakia and Switzer­ 
land. 
Italy, with 
Denmark 
and 
Switzerland, 
and 
Great 
Britain, 
with Uruguay. 
Uruguay has signed more such 
treaties than any otlmv country, 
having signed up with Brazil. Bo­ 
livia. Peru. Great Britain. France. 
Colombia. Paraguay. Spain. Vene­ 
zuela and Salvador 
Among others «>n record are Den- 
mark-Netherlands, Denmark-Portu- 
gal. the Central American states, 
Bolivia-Colombia. 
Bolivia-Venezu­ 
ela. Bolivia-Peru. Brazil-Peru. Es- 
thonia-Finland, 
Latvia-Poland 
<a 
treaty not ratified by Finland t. Es* 
thonia-Latvia, 
Austria - Hungary, 
Switzerland-Poland, Poland-Sweden, 
Switzerland - Greece, 
Switzerland- 
Spain and the Scandinavian states. 


Most W ere Neutral 
Nations which were neutral in 
the World W ar figure importantly 
in these treaties. 
Although the United States has 
not engaged in any of them, it is in­ 
teresting to note that the pact 
affecting the most nations—that be- 
fween Costa Rica, Salvador, Guate­ 
mala, Honduras and Nicaragua— 
was negotiated and signed at Wash­ 
ington under the auspices of the 
United States. 
The first Central 
American “outlaw w ar” treaty was 
that of 1907,. which bound the re­ 
publics to submit all differences to 
the Central American Court of Jus­ 
tice. 
The court expired in 1918 
and the 1907 treaty was succeeded 
in 1923 by a new treaty which sub­ 
mitted all disputes to an Interna­ 
tional Central American Tribunal 
whose disputes are final. 


Less Effective 
The 1923 treaty, however, was 
not as effective as the 1907 treatv 
because it excepted disputes affect­ 
ing the “sovereign and independ­ 
ent existence” of any of the par­ 
ties. 
It does not come under the 
head o t an “outlaw w ar” treaty.

factories employing .'>,009 men were 
lost, he said, and the chamber 
of 
commerce promptly set to work and 
located five more industries, and the 
city is in better condition than 
it 
ever was. 
“ You will find men who will knock 
the chamber of comm erce”, he con­ 
tinued. “ If there is 
anyone 
who 
doesn’t believe he lives in the best 
city in the best county in the best 
state in the best nation on 
earth, 
then la* ought to go out to the jum p­ 
ing off place and jum p: he ought to 
buv a one-way ticket out of town. 
“ We must have faith in ourselves, 
faith in our communities; we must 
believe in our 
God 
and 
in 
0111* 
friends. The world is built on faith, 
and without it we would soon 
he 
ruined. 
“ With this organization you have 
started the ball rolling and with co­ 
operation you can do anything tor 
Rushville. We can have prosperity 
if we want it. It is like a pod of P s 
composed of patriotism, 
principle, 
push and poise, and the greatest oí 
these is poise.* The 
P stands 
for 
power, the O for order, the 
I for 
initiative, the S for safety and the 
F for efficiency.” 
Poise the speaker defined as self 
control and asserted th at one must 
first learn to control himself before 
he can accomplish anything worth 
while. 
In conclusion Mr. 
Morgan 
des­ 
cribed the interlocking board which 
is organized in Kokomo with one re ­ 
presentative from each of the ser­ 
ví e clubs 
and 
organizations, 
by 


means of which any community un­ 
dertaking <*an he carried through. 
II. B. Allman drew the line 
of 
distinction between 
service 
clubs 
and the chamber of commerce, 
to 
show that there is a field of activity 
for each and that neither conflicts 
with the other. 
He pointed out two problems con­ 
fronted every individual— one to live 
and the other to make enough money 
to pay legitimate expenses. Everyone 
aspires to do something, 
he said, 
that will provide clothing and food 
and some of the com forts and lux­ 
uries of life. 
The service club was 
organized to emphasize the first of 
these two needs, he declared, and 
the chamber of commerce has more 
to do with the paying of the expen­ 
ses. 
“ Some seem to think,” he added, 
“ that the service

same sphere, but I believe that they 
are in different fields

and will not conflict. As we look fo r­ 
ward to increasing our 
industries, 
we look forw ard to an opportunity 
to work together in solving our com­ 
mon problem s.” 
Mr. Allman 
read a brief online 
of the purpose of Kiwanis, showing 
th at it was 
organized 
to promote 
spiritual interests, not commercial, 
lie brought 
out 
that 
the same 
thought inspired the organization of 
Rotary, 
and 
explained 
th at 
the 
membership is not restricted through 
any desire to he exclusive, hut 
to 
make the work of such organizations 
intensive. 
“ The work of the service clubs is 
to make 
citizens,” 
lie 
continued, 
“ and the work for the chamber of 
commerce is to build better cities. 
The better the citizen the better the 
city and the better the city the bet­ 
ter the opportunity to be good citi­ 
zens. Each should take the 
view 
that there is a sphere of activity for 
each .” 
To illustrate the value of cooper­ 
ation, in conclusion Mr. Allman re­ 
peated an 
Aesop 
fable 
regarding 
the man with seven sons who were 
constantly quarrelling. 
The father 
asked them to perform a feat 
and 
promised to reward them for its p er­ 
formance. It was break a bundle of 
sticks, but each failed in 
his turn. 
The father then took the cord off 
the bundle and broke them, one 
at 
a time, and the fable 
closes with 
the thought that 
the family lived 
happily ever afterw ards because the 
quarrelling sons learned the lesson 
of working together. 
Mr. Trusler recalled the banquet 
of three years ago when the Boost- 
(*|4 club was organized, and without 
going into detail regarding t lie v ar­ 
ious enterprises for community bet­ 
terment which the club fostered, Mr. 
Trusler, who was the 
club’s 
first 
president, called on the business men 
and women of Rushville to support 
the new chamber of commerce, em­ 
phasizing that the money each had 
contributed would not put tin* thing 
over. 


Mr. Trusler asserted 
that 
the 
work of individuals is required and 
he alluded to the work of some 
of 
the men in the Boosters club, who 
had a vision of the possibilities 
of 
the community and saw it realized. 
Mr. Malloch amused and 
enter­ 
tained with his epigramatic remarks, 
and when his audience was laughing 
most, he sobered them with a hit of 
his homely verse that added force 
to the things he was saving. 


Mr. Malloch was introduced 
by 
Will O. Feudner of the Daily 
Re­ 
publican who recalled that 
it was 
the annual 
custom 
of the 
Daily 
Republican to present to the busi­ 
ness interests of Rushville a speak­ 
er and entertainer of national repu­ 
tation. 


“ We are happy to present as our 
share of the 
first 
meeting 
of the 
chamber of commerce,” he said, “ a 
speaker who comes to us with 
a 
message interspersed with humor— 
wih a philosophy of ‘Being happier, 
trusting more in friendships, of be­ 
lieving the host, and forgetting the 


Air. Malloch spoke on “ The Value 
of Friends" and he held up to ridi- 
clue some of the undesrable c h a r­ 
acteristics of mankind that are com­ 
mon to many and that were readily 
recognized because they are seen 
every day. 


The liar, the gossip, the grouch 
and the pessimist were treated 
in 
turn and each received his full share 
of attention from the speaker. 
“ Of all the bonds on the m arket.” 
he said, “ the bond of fellowship 
is 
b est.” There are some men who ne­ 
ver step on the good shin Fellow­ 
ship. he added, and one of them 
is 
the lair. TTe said he felt that Ivin«* 
was on the increase, and he traced 
responsibility to the W estern Union 
for instituting the “ night 
letter.” 
because “ it’s much easier 
to tell 
the truth in ten words than in fifty.” 


Mr. Malloch defined gossip as ly­ 
ing on a wholesale scale. It takes 
a 
liar to m anufacture a lie, but a gos­ 
sip to peddle it, he said. 
The grouFh, he said, keeps mighty 
poor company, because be has 
to 
live with himself since no one else 
will have anything to do with him. 
Brother to the 
grouch, 
he placed 
the pessimist, and with a score 
of 
stories and apt epigrams 
he com­ 
pared the common 
species 
of the 
pessimist with the 
optimist. 
TTe 
averred that we would all he opti­ 
mists if it weren’t for a few pessi­ 
mists, and that there 
were 
a few 
optimists in the insane asylum, but 
that thev were guarding pessimists. 
Malloeh’s address was one almost 
continual uproar of laughter as 
he 
tickled the funny 
hone 
and then 
sobered his hearers for a few m in­ 
utes with some of his 
home-spun 
philosophy with verse. 


He made particularly impressive 
the close of his address by reading 
“ T oday,” bis own poem which has 
I been acclaimed far and wide by cri­ 
tics as the best written expression 
of the optimistic mind. 


“ T o d ay ” has been 
called 
the 


poem that went around the world,” 


a statem ent that is literally true. 
When first published in the United 
States it attracted immediate 
a t ­ 
tention bv its cheerful optimism and 


was re-published in nearly 
every 
newspaper in 
the 
country. 
From 
America the poem traveled speedily 
through the European publications 
that are printed Th English, 
ulti­ 
mately to China and the Orient, to 
Australia, and across Canada and 
the United States again. 
The poem has been memorized by 
scores of public speakers and 
in 
that way is now probably more ex­ 
tensively used than any other poem 
by an American. 


In its travels it has suffered some 
change, but here is the correct ver­ 
sion of this homespun classic 
by 
Malloch, which he read last night: 


TODAY 
Sure, this world is full of trouble— 
I ain’t said it ain’t. 
Lord! I’ve had enough, an’ double, 
Reason for complaint. 
Rain an’ storm have come to fret 
me, 
Skies were often gray; 
Thorns an’ brambles have beset me 
On the road—but, say, 
Ain't it fine today! 
W hat’s the use of always weepin’, 
Makin’ trouble last? 
W hat’s the use of always keepin’ 
Thinkin’ of the past? 


Each must 
have 
his 
tribuation, 
W ater with his wine; 
Life it ain’t no celebration. 
Trouble? T’ve had mine— 


But today is fine. 
It’s today that I am livin’, 
Not a month ago,* 
Havin’, losin’, takin’, givin’, 
As time wills it so.

WASHINGTON—Foreign 
Minis- 


ter Briand -of France" appears 


to have been crying in the wilder- 
ness when be proposed a treaty 
which would forever outlaw war 
between his country and the United 
States. 


Thus far there hag been no an- 


swering holler from any. of our 
own statesmen and it appears likely 
that if any conies'at all it will be 
.heard in the next Congress. 


Briand is quoted as saying: 
"France is willing publicly to en- 


gage Itself with the United States 
to put war as between the two 
countries outside the pale of the 
law." 


The significance of the signing 


of such a treaty seems to be con- 
fined to two main points: 


1. This would be the first treaty 


of its kind between two great pow- 
ers, though by no means the first 
such treaty affecting two smaller 
nations. 


2. The so-called "crop of hate" 


which has grown up against us in 
Europe seems to center more or 
less nebulously on the debts of Eu- 
ropean nations to tbis country, of 
which the French debt is the big- 
gest. 


30 ^Treaties Signed 


Some 30 of these treaties definite- 


ly outlawing war between the two 
contracting 
nations • have 
been 


signed ' since Denmark began the 
good work with the Netherlands in 
1904. These treaties cover all dis- 
putes of whatever .cause or nature 
and leave none of the legal possi- 
bilities for war which remain in 
most other treaties between nations. 


The United States is not a party 


to any of them. For the most part 
they are Important only as demon- 
strating an enlightened state, of 
mind and of being perhaps the bea- 
con posts of a general program of 
international peace and abolition of 
war. No two major powers have 
'got together on such a treaty. 


The most powerful nations In- 


volved are France, which made 
"outlaw war" treaties with Uru- 
guay. Czechoslovakia ami Switzer- 
land: Italy, with Denmark and 
Switzerland., ami 
Great 
Britain, 


with Uruguay. 


Uruguay has signed more such 


treaties than any ojher country, 
having signed: up with Brazil. Bo- 
livia,' Peru. Great Britain. France. 
Colombia. Paraguay. Spain. Vene- 
zuela and. Salvador. 


Among"otherB;«u. record are Den- 


mark-Netherlands. Den mark-Portu- 
gal, the Central American states, 
Bolivia-Colombia.. Bolivia-Venezu- 
ela. Bolivia-Peru.' Brazil-Peru. Es- 
thonia-Finland. Latvia-Poland (a 
treaty not ratified by Finland). Es-

Although the United States has 


not engaged in any of them, it is in- 
teresting to note that the pact 
affecting the most nations—that be- 
tween Costa, Rica. Salvador. Guate- 
mala. Honduras and ' Nicaragua— 
was negotiated and signed at Wash- 
ington under the.auspices of the 
United States. The ..first Central 
American "outlaw war" treaty was 
that of 1907,. which bound the re- 
publics to submit all differences to 
the Central American Court of.Jus- 
tice. 
The court expired in 1918 


and the 196? treaty was succeeded 
in 1923 by a hew treaty which, sub- 
mitted all disputes to an Interna- 
tional .Central American Tribunal 
whose disputes are final.

tinued. "If there is 
anyone who 


doesn't believe he lives in the. best 
city in the best county in the best 
state in the best nation on 
earth, 


then he ought to go out to the jump- 
ing off place and jump; he ought to 
Imy a one-way ticket out of town." 


•'AVc must have faith in ourselves, 


.faith in our communities; we must 
believe in our 
God and 
in 
our 


friends. The world is built on faith', 
and without it we would soon 
be 


ruined. 


"With lifts organization yon have 


started the ball rolling and with co- 
operation yon <>an do anything for 
Rushville. AVe can have prosperity 
if we want it. It is like a pod of P's 
composed of patriotism, 
principle, 


push and poise, and the greatest of 
these is poise.- The P stands for 
power, the O for order, the I for 
initiative, the S for safety and the 
E for efficiency." 


Poise the speaker defined as self 


control and asserted that one must, 
first learn to control himself before 
lie can accomplish anything worth 
while.

He pointed out two problems con- 


fronted every individual—one to live 
and the other to make enough money 
to pay. legitimate expenses. Everyone 
aspires to do something, 
he said, 


that •will provide clothing and food 
and some of the comforts and lux- 
uries of life. The service club was 
organized to emphasize the first of 
these two needs, he declared, and 
the chamber of commerce has more 
to do with the paying of the expen- 
ses.

He brought 
out that

Rotary, and 
explained

membership is not restricted throng] 
any desire to be ^exclusive, but t 
make the work of such organizations 
intensive. 


"The work of the service clubs i> 


to make citizens," he continued 
"and the work for the chamber o: 
commerce is to build better cities 
The better the citizen the better tin 
city and the better the city the bet- 
ter the opportunity to be good citi- 
zens. Each should take the 
view 


that there is a sphere of activity for 
each.'* 


To illustrate the value of cooper- 


ation, in conclusion Mr. Allman re-

a time, and the fable closes witl: 
the thought that the family liver 
happily ever afterwards because tin 
quarrelling sons learned the lesson 
of working together. 


Mr. Trusler recalled the banquet 


of three years ago when the Boost- 
els club was organized, and without 
going into detail regarding the var- 
ious enterprises for community bet- 
terment which the club fostered, Mr. 
Trusler, who was the t-Iub's 
first 


•president, called on-the business men 
and women of Rushville to- support 
the new chamber of commerce, 'em- 
phasizing that the money each had 
contributed would not put the thing 
over. 


Mr. Trusler asserted 
that 
the 


work of individuals 'is required and 
he alluded to the work of some of 
the men in the Boosters club, who 
had a vision of the possibilities 
of 


the community and saw it realized. 


Mr. Malloch amused and 
enter- 


tained with his epigramatic remarks, 
and when his audience was. laughing 
most, he sobered them with a bit of 
his homely verse that added force 
to the things he was saving. 


Mr. Malloch was introduced 
by 


Will O. Feudner of the Daily Re- 
publican who recalled that it was 
the annual custom 
of the Daily 


Republican to present to the busi- 
ness interests of Rnshville a speak- 
er and entertainer of national repu- 
tation. 


"We are happy to present as our 


share of the first meeting of the 
chamber of commerce," he said, "a 
speaker who comes to us with 
a 


message interspersed with humor— 
wib a philosophy of 'Being happier, 
trusting more in friendships, of be- 
lieving- the best, and forgetting the 
r<>st.' " 


Mr. Malloch spoke on "The Value 


of Friends" and he held up to ridi- 
clne some of the undesrable char- 
acteristics of mankind that, are com- 
mon to many and that were readily 
recognized 'because they arc seen 
every day. 


The' liar, the gossip, the grouch 


and the pessimist were treated in 
turn and each received his full share 
of attention from'the, speaker. 


"Of all the bonds on the market." 


he said, "the bond of fellowsliio is 
nest." There »re some men who ne- 
ver step on the good shit> Fellow- 
ship, he added, and one of them is 
the lair. He'said he felt thait lyin«r 
•was on the increase, and he traced 
responsibility to the Western Union 
for instituting the "night letter." 
because "it's much'easier to tell 
the truth in ten words than in fifty!" 


Mr. Malloch, defined igbssip as -ly- 


ing'on a wholesale scale. It-takes' ,» 
;liar to manufacture a lie,'but a gos- 
sip to peddle it, he said. 


The groita?h, he said, .keeps mighty 


poor company, because he has to 
live with himself since no one'else 
wfll have anything to do with him. 
Brother to'.the grouch, he placed 
the pessimist, and with a score of 
stories and, apt epigrams he com- 
pared the common species of the 
pessimist- with the 
optimist. 
He 


averred that we would "all be opti- 
mists if it weren't/ for a few 'pessi- 
mists, and that there/ were a few 
optimists in the insane asylum, but 
that they were guarding pessimists. 


MallochVaddress was one almost 


•continual uproar of laughter as he 
tickled the funny 
bone 
and then 


sobered his hearers for a few min- 
utes with some of'his 
home-spun 


philosophy with verse. 


He made particularly, impressive 


the close of his address by reading 
"Today," his own poem which has 
been acclaimed far and wide by Cri- 
tics as the best written expression 
of the optimistic mind. 


"Today" has been called 
the 


poem that went around the world," 
a statement that is .literally true. 
When first published in the United 
States it attracted immediate 
at- 


tention by its cheerful optimism and 


in' neaiflj!;' .'every, 


nek-spsper 3n"<~-the country: 'From 
America ;the poem traveled speedily 
through the European -publications 
that -are printed Hi English', ulti- 
mately to China arid the Orient, to 
Australia, and across Canada and 
the United States again. 


The poem has been memorized by 


scores of public speakers and in 
that way is now probably more ex- 
tensively used than any'other poem 
by,an American. 


. In its travels it has suffered some 
Change, biit here isv the correct ver- 
sion of this homespun classic by 
Malloch, which he read last night:
